I started this week immediately upon 
the arrival of Miss Anna A. 
Fox, of 
Shenandoah, the newly elected teach- 
j cr, who w’ill at once take up the work 
in a well equipped room. 
Miss Fox is expected either to-day 
'or to-morrow. She is a teacher of fine 
j q -1%#■ preparation and a great deal 
of ex- 
O 
perience and will come here ready to 
take up the work. 
Miss Fox holds a 
diploma from 
Bloomsburg Normal 
i School and also from Temple Univer- 
: silty, Philadelphia, where she took a 
course in domestic science and 
art. 
Before entering Bloomsburg Normal 
she taught for eight years in country 
schools. 
The room which she will use for her 
j department is located in the south­ 
west corner of the second floor of the 
High School building. It is one of the 
large class rooms and, under the direc­ 
tion of the School 
Board, has 
been 
j fully equipped. Twenty tables, fitted 
with bread boards and 
utensils and 
each with a small gas range, have been 
installed around three sides of the 
room and a class of that size 
may 
work without crowding each other. 
in addition, a large gas range 
will 
soon lie received, built with 
many 
parts of glass, so that the 
operation 
and progress of baking may be watch­ 
ed without opening any doors. 
Ijirge glass cabinets for the storage 
of pans, pots and other cooking uten­ 
sils, have been built at the one end of 
the room while a tab:e, about 12 x 4 
feet in size, occupies the center of the 
room and here the sewing classes will 
I be conducted, the table being specially 
adapted to cutting and other parts of 
the work of a sewing class. Later it is 
expected to put in a first class sewing 
machine. 
The equipment of this room 
has 
been made possible only through 
the 
careful management of the Board. 
Alien lh Plank generously donated all 
the twenty small gas ranges and put 
;in the plumbing without any cnarge 
whatever. The tables and woodwork 
were put in 
by 
Messrs.

Stallsrnith, ai a cost to the tax-payers 
of town estimated at $100 less than

Two more derailments occurred on 
the Wen tern Maryland railroad Satur­ 
day and Sunday.

Two Gettysburg automobiles, the 
one driven by John Mcllhenny and the 
other by Howard Armor, happened 
along just after the accident occurred 
and the occupants rendered what as­ 
sistance they could. 
The men had been at Mount St. 
Mary’s College on Saturday, where 
Mr. Eline was an instructor in electri­ 
cal engineering, and were on their way 
to York. Tire trouble caused numerous 
delays along the way or York would 
have been reached long before 
dark. 
It was about 8:30 o’clock when the 
accident occurred. 
“As w’e passed along the 
road to­ 
ward the railroad crossing I noticed a 
bridge ahead of us,” said Mr. Rodgers, 
“and found that it was over a brook. 
It kept my attention until we got safe­ 
ly across. Just as we had passed over 
it and were about to proceed 
faster 
Mr. Eline threw up his hand 
and 
I 
looked and saw the train approaching. 
I heard no signal and the onty lights 
were ihose in the passenger cars on 
the train. 
The engine did not have a 
headlight. 
“I swerved to my right to ditch the 
automobile in an effort to avoid the 
accident and the crash occurred. I was 
pinned to my seat by a part of the 
wind shield, which had been broken, 
and w-hen I aroused myself I 
felt to 
my left for Mr. Eline. 
He was 
not 
there, but his seat was intact. I then 
leaped from the car and on the ground, 
face downward, just in back of the ma­ 
chine and directly in the middle of the 
road, I found him. I took the cushions 
from the automobile and placed them 
along the side of the road and called 
for someone to help me. There was no 
response and I carried Mr. Eline to the 
side of the road and laid him on the 
I cushions. 
“I then opened his clothing and fell 
for signs of life. His heart seemed still 
and I raised his head. At that instant 
he gasped and fell back. I knew it was 
the last. The train was stopped and the 
engineer and others of the crew came 
back. The engineer said he had blown 
his w histle as he approached the cross­ 
ing, but if he did no one in the auto­ 
mobile heard it. I examined the auto­ 
mobile and found that the engine had 
mushed the front left wheel. It was on 
the side Mr. Eline had been seated. He 
was catapulted from the vehicle.”

Nevada and California. 
Starting in New York City the high­ 
way passes through Jersey City, New­ 
ark and Trenton to Philadelphia, then 
west by way of I Jin caster, York, Get­ 
tysburg, Chambersburg, Bedford and 
Greensburg, to Pittsburgh, through 
the north central section of Ohio, over 
to Fort Wayne and South Bend, skirts 
Chicago, enters Joliet, Rochelle, Sterl­ 
ing and other Illinois cities, reaches 
Iowa at Clinton and leaves at Council 
Bluffs, passes through Omaha, goes to 
Denver and north to Cheyenne, west 
through Green River and Evanston to 
Salt Ijike City, finds its way into Ne­ 
vada by way of Tippet’s ranch and 
after reaching Reno, goes to Ijike 
Tahoe, California, finally ending on 
the Pacific seaboard at Oakland and 
San Francisco.

New York Clergyman Tells How He 


Wrapped Up Portions of Body and 


Dropped Them in River From Ferry- 


boat. 


New York, 
Sept. 
1 5 — Tho 
most 
grewsome m u rd e r since the killing of 
Guldensfippe was revealed when H ana 
Schmidt, a Catholic priest, 32 years 
old, confessed to th e slaying and cu t­ 
ting up of the body of A nna Au mu lier 
21 years old. in a Hat at 08 B roadhurst 
avenue, w here he was living with her. 
The slain girl had been employed 
ut th e parish house of St. Boniface's 
church, Forty-seventh street and Sec­ 
ond avenue, w here Schmidt became 
acquainted with h er some time ago. 
She disappeared about two weeks ago. 
She was about to become a mother, 
and when this was discovered, sho 
was ordered 
to leave 
immediately. 
She went at once to the priest, who 
placed her In th e flat. 
His confession clears the m y stery 
of the torso found in the North river 
a week ago sewed In a pillow case, 
the 
Identity of which has been a 
puzzle ever since Its discovery. 
Schmidt, who lives in the parish 
house of St. Joseph's church, at 403 
West One H undred and Twenty-fifth 
street, with other priests connected 
with the church, was arrased by In­ 
spector Faurot and charged with the 
murder. 
H«* broke down and in a wild frenzy 
of fear made a complete confession 
so horrifying in its details that the 
inspector could only compare It to 
the ravings of a madman. The young 
priest told how he had fallen in love 
with the pretty girl, who had been in 
this country only three years; how he 
had rented a flat and furnished It; 
how he had previously married the 
girl with a ceremony self-performed, 
and how finally he had entered the 
flat 
at midnight August 31, armed 
with a new butcher knife. 
“Anna was asleep,” he cried pacing 
the floor and wringing his hands. 
“I 
entered softly and she aw oke and rec­ 
ognized me. 
‘Anna,’ I said, ‘I love you 
dearly. 
I am now’ going to prove it.” 
He then seized her by the hair and, 
drawing th e knife, cut her throat from 
ear to ear. 
H p then dragged the bleeding body 
to the little bathroom and ta kin g a 
new saw, which 
he had purchazed 
with the knife, he proceeded to dis­ 
m em ber th e body. 
“ First.” he says in his confession, “I 
cut oft her arms, and having laid them 
aside, cut oft her legs close to the 
trunk, and in all, I made five bundles 
of the body.” 
Having cut up the bod*, t h e slayer 
was seized with th e te rrib le fear of 
discovery. 
He ran about t h e a p a rt­ 
ment like a m ad m an trying to think 
how to get rid of the bloody witness 
of his deed. 
All night he considered then he de­ 
cided 
definitely on his action. 
He 
wrapped the portions of the body in 
sheets 
and 
pillow 
slips 
and deter­ 
mined to throw* them into the Hud­ 
son. 
On the following evening he carried 
the torso from the apartm ent, carefully 
wrapped in a pillow slip and waited un­ 
til he throught the coast was clear be­ 
fore descending the three flights of 
stairs with the heavy bundle. 
Havin g 
reached the street unseen he m a d e his 
way to an Eighth avenue car, boarded 
it, rode to One Hundred and Twenty- 
Aith street, transferred to a crosstown 
ear and proceeded to 
th e Fort Lee 
terry. 
Standing on the rear end of th*' 
boat he waited until it reached mid 
stream, 
and 
then, 
leaning 
over 
quietly dropped the bundle into the 
river. 
Five distinct times he made 
the trip from the Broadhurst avenue 
flat 
across 
the 
Hudson, 
each 
time 
bearing a portion of Miss A.‘.muller s 
body, and each time dropping it into 
the water. 
Having cleared th e a p a rt­ 
ment of the most dam min g evidences 
of his crime, he was still confronted 
with 
the blood stained 
m a ttres s on 
which he had killed his victim. 
For Korn*' time he was puzzled as to 
tiow to dispose of this bulky witness 
against hun. 
Finally he carried it in 
the dark vacant lot at One Hundred 
and Forty-fourth street, between Bev- 
*-utL and Eighth avenues, and there 
t it on fir**. 
A i»ortlon of this ma* 
tress is now in tile possession of th?

Hi. Boniface’s Catholic church ad 
nutted that Schmidt is nu ordained 
prie-.t and was assistant there three 
years ago. 
He says himself he ha* 
been stationed also In louisville, Ky.

It consisted 
of 1000 quarters, and on account of 
the high price of domestic beef the Im­ 
porters expect to make a good profit 
on their venture. 
Butter from Siberia and Australia is 
here in band waiting to make its de­ 
but into the American market along 
with the beef. 
A full thousand firkins 
af the 
Siberian 
product, 
weighing 
about 144 pounds each. are stored in 
warehouses waiting the passage of the 
new tariff bill, which would reduce the 
present six rents tariff on butter to 
two and a half cents. 
Delivered In­ 
to the refrigerators, the Siberian but­ 
ter has cost 20 5-8 cents a pound and, 
adding the tax under the proposed tar­ 
iff. It w’ouid come to the dealer at 
23 1-8 cents, about Ave cents under the 
prevailing prices for butter of similar 
grade from domestic dairies. 
Some of the experts declare that 
the Siberian produce is as good as the 
best grades of domestic butter.
